Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner indicated that claims 46-66 were directed to a 
separate invention than claim 1 and restriction would be required in any case containing claims 46-66 and claims 1-6, 
8-1 5, 1 9-24, 40, 41 , and 45. It was agreed that a modified claim 1 that changes 50% to 40% in the last line of the claim 
and adds the language at the end of the claim - - sufficiently to minimize anion exchange activity and enhance stability 
to base and acid treatment - - would be free of the art of record. Basis for this limitation appears on page 15, lines 13- 
18 of the instant specification. However, such an amendment would not be entered at this stage of the prosecution.
